June 1. . 


Daylight saving time for 8&t. 
Louis is proposed in a bill ttiro- 
duced by Alderman Chauncey J. 
Krueger of the Twenty-fourth 
Ward into the Board of Aldermen 
today. Re 


Krueger's bill provides that 
clocks shall be set one hour ahead 
at 2 a mm. Sunday, June 1, and 
that in future years the date shall 
be the Jast Sunday of April, as it 
is in Eastern cities and Chicago. 
For this year and future years, the 
period would end on the last Sun- 
day of September, when clocks 
would be set back an hour at 2 
a. m. 

If the bill does not pass, Krueg- 
er announced his intention to in- 
troduce a measure calling for a spe- 
cial vote on the question at the 
November election. He thinks that 
sentiment among the Aldermen has 
grown more favorable to the meas- 
ure than in past years, when the 
suggestion was voted down or 
ignored. The moving picture in- 
terests are no longer so strongly 
organized against the measure as 
they were in airdome days, under 
the leadership of the late State 
Senator Joseph Mogler. Most sum- 
mer movie shows are now given in- 
doors. The Municipal Opera, which 
cannot begin before dusk, has con- 
tinued to furnish one element of 
objeetion.

DUTCH QUEEN OPENS SHIP LOCK

JUSTICE OF PEACE FIEDLER,

One of Three Bilis Charges Embez-

Adolph Fiedler, 400-pound Jus- 
tite of the Peace of Maplewood, 
was arrested yesterday and fur- 
nished three bonds of $1000 on 
three indictments voted by the St.

One indictment for embezzie- 
ment by bailee charges Fiedler 
converted to his own use @ check 
for $18.20, dated Oct. 3, 1929, made 
payable to Constable A. J. Otto 
Frank of Central Township by A. 
E. Geitz and cashed after being in- 
dorsed with Frank's signature, 
“Per A. Fiedler.” Presumably the 
$18.20 represents a $5 fine for a 
traffic violation and $13.20 costs. 

The other indictments charge 
that Fiedler, twice during 1929 and 
this year, failed to furnish to the 
County Court, as required, a certi- 
fied list of fines collected.

The elderly Senator from Massa- 
chusetts deplored the fact that 
the race issue had been injected in 
the nomination fight, and declarei 
that while he disagreed with Judce 
Parker's statement concer ing 
Negroes, he recognized that, Parker 
had mereiy expressed the view of 
virtually every white man in ihe 
South. 

Favoring confirmation, Senator 
Fess (Rep.), Ohio, answered argu- 
ments that Parker was too young 
and was not well known, with the 
statement that nearly all men ap- 
pointed to the court who had made 
“remarkable records” were nomi- 
nated before they were 50. Listing 
no less than 20 Justices who had 
achieved wide reputations for their 
work, the Ohioan pointed out that 
Joseph Story was only 32, John 
Marshall 45, John Jay 44 and Ben- 
jamin R. Curtis 41 when named to 
the highest tribunal. Fess argued 
a man should not be rejected be- 
cause he expresses an opinion “that 
might not coincide with ours.”’

The case of Miss Bland, which 
had been reported unfavorably by 
naturalization examiners because 
she told them she would net take 
the oath to bear arms in defense 
of the United States, came before 
Federal Judge Bondy yesterday. 
She reiterated in court her refusal 
to bear arms. 

She is 47 years old, has lived in 
New York since 1914 except for 
the nine months she was a nurse 
at, Brest, caring for shell-shocked 
soldiers, including Americans. Her 
father is the Rev. Bdward Bland 
of Lincolnshire, England. 

“Is there any circumstance un- 
der which would would take up 
arms for your country?” Judge 
Bondy asked her. 

“None,” she replied. 

"If the security of the homes of 
America were threatened, wes 
you bear arms?” 

“No.” 

“Tf someone threatened to kill 
you, would you let him?” 

“Certainty.” 

Miss Bland was then asked about 
her religion and said it was “liv- 
ing according to, the ethics of 
Christ.”’ 

A remark by Judge Bondy that 
this “parallels the Rosika Schwim- 
mer case.”” was denied by Miss 
Exvsily Marx, attorney for Miss 
Bland. Miss Mark set forth that 
Mrs. Schwimmer, denied citizen- 
ship in a case which was carried 
to the United States Supreme 
Court, was a propagandist, trying 
to convert others to the pacifist 
cause.

Says Pian Is Not Authorzed. 

While the Boatmen’s Bank. in its 
formal protest. did not set out that 
it had no subsidiary company for 
holding its securities, or give a 
reason why it had not folléwed the 
lead of the First National and the 
13 trust companies, Charles J. Dol. 
an, counsel for the Board. gave his 
opinion that under the national 
banking laws a national bank is not 


authorized to invest its funds im TU*™tly complain of it, for it is ad-

The argument advanced by at- 
torneys for the First National was 
that it adopted the hoiding com- 
pany device because the trust com- 
panies with which it was in com- 
petition were using it under the 
authority of the State Supreme 
Court decision. Former Judge 
Rhodes E. Cave, an attorney for the 
First Natjpnal. said the Comptrol- 
ler of t Currency knew of the 
practice and had made no ebjec- 
tion to it. 

In response to questions as to ap- 
proval of the plan by the Comptre!- 
ler of the Cwtrency, William C. 
Tompkins, auditor of the First Na- 
tional, testified before the Board: 

‘The bank has been examined 
twice a year by the chief national 
bank examiner of this district. and 
the representative of the Comptrol. 
ler of the Currency. who has 
checked the books of the bank 
with regard to this, and bas 
checked the holdings of the com- 
pany, and has reported te the 
Comptrotier in his report. In oth- 
er words,,when the examiner comes 


into our place, he not only checks 
the bank’s assets, but he also 
checks the assets of the Mechanics 
Securities Co. (the holding com- 
pany).” 

J. W. Pole, Comptroller of the 
Currency, declined to discuss the 
subject directly when a Post-Dis- 
pateh correspondent sought infor- 
mation as to whether he had ap- 
proved the plan and as to whether 
National banks had the authority 
to hold stock in companies of the 
sort used in St. Louis to avoid tax- 
ation. 

Pole enumerated the classes of 
corporations in which the law per- 
mits National banks to hold stock, 
and those he named did not in- 
clude holding companies. He de- 
clined to say whether any St. 
Louis bank had obtained his. per- 
mission to form such corporations, 
remarking that it would be “un- 
seemly for him to contradict bank 
officers through the columns of a 
newspaper.” 

No Objection Raised. 

Walter W. Smith, president of 
the First National, told a Post-Dis- 
_patch reporter that Joseph W. Mc- 
Intosh, Pole’s predecessor in office, 
had approved the holding company 
plan to enable the National banks 
to compete on even terms with the 
trust companies and that since Pole 
| became Comptroller, several exam- 
inations had been had, and no ob- 
jection had been raised by him. 

Regardless of that, Smith said, 
‘it is the bank's opinion that the 
iquestioOn of the legality of the ac- 
tion under the National banking 
laws is not one which can be raised 
'by the City or the State. The real 
'question, he said, is whether the 
| securities were the property of the 
| bank on the assessment day, or the | 
‘property of anether corporation; 
‘that. they were not the property _ 
the bank and so cannot be taxed. 
| Of course, however, that other 
| corporation holding the securities, 
lis owned outright by the banks. 

Dolan said that in defending the 
assessment before the State Board 
of Equalization and in litigation 
which probably will follow dttion 
by State authorities, he will pre- 
sent the case as though the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court had not 
passed on it in the St. Louis Union 
case. 

Dolan said that it was possible 
the Court might take a different 
view of the question on a new pres- 
entation of it, and that he was pre- 
pared to cite to the Court decisions | 
of the United States Supreme | 
Court which were not presented in | 
the St. Louis Union case. He said | 
the United States Supreme Court’ 
frequently had sustained taxation 
of shares of stock in national | 
banks, although nontaxable securi- 
ties were included in determiming 
their value for taxation. 

To Avoid Double Taxation. 

Pointing out that the banks had 
deducted from their property re- 
turned for taxation the shares of 
stock held by them in the subsid- 
iaries, Dolan said: 

“There is no statute authorizing 
the banks to deduct stock held by 
them in other corporations from 
the taxable value of the bank stock. 
The courts have allowed such de- 
ductions to be made solely for the 
purpose ef avoiding double taxa- 
tion of the same property. 

“In these cases the banks have 
deliberately sought double taxation 
in order that they may subse-

Former Secretary of State 
Tells of War President’s 
Last Years and Deplores 
U. S. Fall From World 
Leadership. 


Bainbridge Colby of--New York, 
who was Secretary of State from 
March 22, 1920, to the end of Pres- 
ident Wilson's second term -in 
March, 1921, spoke at the Missouri 
Historical Society dinner at Hotel 
Chase last night on e Final 
Years of Woodrow Wilson.” The 
dinner was the occasion of a pre- 


sentation to. the society of a por- 
trait of Colby, painted by Douglas 
Volk, and given by H. Craig Sever- 
ance of New York. Colby, born in 
St. Louls in 1869, was the only na- 
tive Missourian to hold the office 
of Secretary of State. 

In beginning hie address, former 
Secretary. Colby spoke of the great 
quantity of matter which has been 
written on Woodrow Willson, his 
ideals and achievements. The bi- 
ography being prepared by Ray 
Stannard Baker, he said, is now in 
the period of the first presidential 
term. 

“When we look about us today.” 
Colby said, “and see the undisput- 
ed sway of shallow and transient 
interests, and the absorbed pursuit 
of purely material and commercial 
aims, we need not disguise our 
pride that we have known other 
days that were different. If we are 
fallen in world influence, and have 
abdicated a mora! leadership of the 
nations. which was universally con- 
ceded. it affords us some solace 
that we were permitted to live in 
those greater times, and that we 
can still mark in our mind's grave 
where the beacons burned. 

Fils Career at Crest. 

“Many think that the glorious 
day of the signing of the Versailles 
peace treaty marked the erest of 
Woodrow Wilson's career, or at 
least, of his public acclamation and 
world influence. Those whe were 
present at the stupendous cere- 
mony on that unforgettable June 
day in 1919, who beheld the mag- 
nificent palace awakened from its 
long disuse, and become again a 
living thing: who witnessed the 
brief but stately ceremony, partici- 
pated in by representatives of all 
the allied and enemy Powers, can 
never forget the sense of national 
pride inspired by the American 
President in that historic hour. 
There was something in the air 
which marked him out among all 
the men of state assembled there. 
It seemed to say: “This is the man 
we trust.

SYMPHONY FUND 


Report of First Morning's 
Work in Campaign to 
Raise $750,000. 


Subscriptions totaling $76,815 to- 
ward the goal of $750,000 to sus- 
tain the Symphony Orchestra for 
the next three years, were reported 
today at the first: luncheon of cam- 
paign workers at Hotel Jefferson. 


Similar meetings will be held each 
day this week and for as much of 
next week as may be necessary. 

The exceutive committee raised 
$56,200 of the amount reportde to- 
day. The balance was made up of 
123 individual contrbiutions ob- 
tained by campaign workers. The 
campaign was formally opened last 
night with a meeting at the 
Wednesday Club. P 

Subscription cards and other ma- 
terial were distributed among the 
workers last night. The principal 
speaker was Karleton Hackett, mu- 
sic critic of the Chicago Evening 
Post, who. declared: “You can 
judge the financial standing and 
the business enterprise of an 
American city today almost as well 
by its symphony orchestra's rank- 
ing as by its bank clearings, for 
money and art go hand in hand.” 

Music and Trade. 

Haskett pointed out that the 
Place where men live and meet be- 
comes a city with a market built 
upon trade, and he insisted that a 
successful trading center must be 
not only confvenient,. but interest- 
ing, and also must have prestige 
as a cultural and entertainment 
center. Chicago, he related, aban- 
doned its civic opera in the first 
year of the World War on the the- 
ory that it was no time for singing, 
but it was found that the city’s 
prestige was hurt and there was a 
definite loss of business by mer- 
chants, hotels and bankers. 

Twenty-five years ago Chicago 
had a campaign for support of its 
orchestra, Hackett recalled, which 
resulted in erection of Orchestra 
Hall. Chicago’s orchestra pays 
the community in‘a bysiness sense, 
he asserted, adding: 

“You can’t make your city at- 
tractive as a place to live in with- 
out offering something to the peo- 
ple you wish to attract. A sym- 
phony orchestra, as Chicago sees 
it, is an essential part of the 
equipment of a great city. In BSt 
Lovis you pay taxes to support 
your art museum( and it’s worth 
it, but it is quite as necessary to 
support your symphony orchestra 
for the same reason. In Chicago 
we would say you've got to pay for 
this just as you have to pay your

early March, It is now March, 
1918, and 200,000 Americans have 
been safely delivered, with 30,000 
more than promised. By the end 
of March, there would be 290,000. 
Gen. Pershing more than kept his 
word. Meanwhile, the American 
General Staff was installed at 
Chaumont,, hot far behind the bat- 
tle fe Two American divisions 
had tAken over the sector before 
St. ‘Mihtel. Two other divisions 
afid isolated regiments were pass- 
ing through a stage of training in 
the front lines of the calmer sec- 
tions toward the east. 

If these Americans had not par- 
ticipated in anything more than a 
local mopping up of affairs, their 
presence gaye to the French di- 
visions of that part of the front a 
liberty of movement and maneuver 
which will be utilized in the later 
days of March. Another American 
division was in training behind 
Chalons, and two others were serv- 
ing around Chaumont as a base 
and replacement division. 

Meanwhile, throughout America, 
her fittest sons are flocking to the 
colors while a hysteric wave of 
patriotism sweeps the continent. 
Elsewhere the two gigantic efforts 
started simultaneously in France 
and the United States to enroll, 
train and equip these American di- 
visions, are now co-ordinated and 
proceeding smoothly. Necessarily 
there was some hesitation at first 
with power fatally scattered, but 
almost immediately they concen- 
trated in competent hands. 


Tardieu Within U. 8S. Plans. 

Andre Tardieu, after eight 

months of the closest contact with 
Newton Baker in Washington, in 
which he took the most active part 
in the labor of the military or- 
ganization in the United States, 
had now returned to Paris charged 
with all matters concerning the 
American intervention. In Ameri- 
ca, Gen. March, who had com- 
manded the artillery at the side 
of Gen, Pershing and knew by ex- 
perience the hardships and the 
conditions of the present warfare, 
its demands and obligations, con- 
sented to abandon the French 
front, to consecrate his great ex- 
perience and illuminating intelli- 
gence to the urgent preparation of 
the great army of the United 
States. Instruction of American 
soldiers under arms pushed for- 
ward rapidly with material which 
even so short a time before as 
midsummer 1917, was lacking. 

Thus, with plenty of material at 
the officers’ disposal in America, 
the training of those troops once 
they landed in France could be 
greatly shortened, The organiza- 
tion of the superior staffs was one 
of the most difficult problems be- 
cause so few of the American of- 
ficers had practical experience of 
modern fighting in the field which 
had now rapidly developed. 

Gen. Pershing created a general 
staff school at Langres which ren- 
dered gallant service. But there 
was one ultimate difficulty very 
grave in itself to overcome. Dur- 
ing the first three months of 1918 
the monthly arrivals of Americans 
barely averaged 45,000 men. But 
to keep the promises of 1917 it was 
necessary to transport and land 
250,000 men monthly during the 
four following months. Any delay 
would greatly favor Germany's 
plans and seriously handicap and 
retard the Allies’ proposed great 
liberating offensive which had been 
set for July, 1918. Any delay not 
only endangered its success but 
alsé threatened to delay the whole 
offensive until 1919. 

One General Scheme. 

It was easily seen that if this 
remarkable feat of moving 1,000,-. 
000 men within a few months was 
to be accomplished, it would be 
necessary to give a rigorous prior- 
ity to the resource of all the allies, 
but particularly the British, for the 
required warships, commerce car- 
riers and submarine chasers, and 
even to convert captured German 
steamers, with all collaborating un.- 
der one general scheme and gran- 
diose enterprise. This general 
scheme demanded rigorous steps 
such as the immediate requisition 
of all the allied commercial fleets, 
It was a difficult task to draft that 
general plan, for certain pressing 
needs could not be entirely over- 
looked. It was necessary above 
all to move the men first but one 
could not overlook the necessity 
of shipping vast quantities of grain 
to Europe. 

Briefly, in March, 1918, there 
was another big discussion and 
plans were made to transport 80,. 
000 men during April and not 250,- 
000 as Was neecssary. It was then 
there broke like a thunder clap on 
March 22 Germany's sudden Push 
toward Amiens across over and 
through. the Britain's submerged 
Fifth army.
